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Reject Race Track Plan 


State Law 
Precludes 
Acceptance 


Supervisors Advised 


By Counsel Proposal 


Cannot Be Considered 


There’ll 
be 
no 
desert 
race 
track. 
Riverside 
county 
supervisors 
this week rejected the proposal of 
Abraham Teitelbaum, Chicago at­ 
torney and capitalist, who offered 
to construct a major racing plant 
on the desert a short distance 
from Palm Springs. 
They acted following receipt of 
an opinion from County Counsel 
Earl Redwine that the proposal 
would not meet the law’s require­ 
ments. 


BESIDES the doubt cast upon 
the legality of the proposal, su­ 
pervisors said their action was 
also based on “ethical and moral 
grounds.” 
Teitelbaum, who is living on a 
ranch near Indio while on vaca­ 
tion from his Chicago law office, 
offered to build a racing plant 
next to the county fair grounds 
at Indio at a cost variously esti­ 
mated at between $1,500,000 and 
$2,000,000. He offered to deed it 
to the county if they would lease 
it back to him for a 50-year pe­ 
riod. 
He said he would obtain a 45- 
day meet which would provide 
winter sport for tourists and win­ 
ter residents of Palm Springs and 
the desert area. 


IN HIS OPINION handed su­ 
pervisors, Redwine recommended 
that the proposal be rejected 
without further consideration. “It 
canfiot legally be accepted or 
favorably acted upon,” he said. 
Supervisors at once voted to 
deny the proposal and instructed 
that Teitelbaum be so notified. 
Supervisor Arthur Weirick said 
that the boards’ action should 
make it clear that it is opposed 
to the track on other grounds. A 
race track at Indio would be 
against the general welfare, he 
said. 


COUNTY COUNSEL Redwine 
called Teitelbaum’s 
proposition 
“unique 
and unorthodox.” 
He 
said that, under the law, it could 
not be accepted. 
Action of supervisors blocks 
Teitelbaum’s 
plan 
to 
build 
a 
track in conjunction with the 
county fair but does not prevent 
him from building a separate m a­ 
jor track providing he can gain 
racing board sanction and assur­ 
ance of racing dates.

Attendance 
At High School 
Jumps Sharply 


Palm Springs high school has 
doubled in size in the last five 
years according to the annual re­ 
port submitted Monday to the 
California state department of 
education by Principal Ernest E. 
Oertel for the school year 1947­ 
48. This report shows an average 
daily attendance for the high 
school of 301.80, approximately 
twice the A.D.A. figure reported 
for the school year 1943-44. 
Peak enrollment for the year 
was 336, according to Principal 
Oertel. The high school graduated 
59 seniors this year, and the 
junior high school hacF an eighth 
grade cla$s 
this 
year 
which 
reached a peak of 121. It is esti­ 
mated there will be approximate­ 
ly 100 students in the freshman 
class next year and that the maxi­ 
mum 
enrollment in the high 
school will be almost 400 stu­ 
dents. 


IN ADDITION to the 301.80 
A.D.A. figure for the regular day 
high school reported to the state 
department, the high school of­ 
fice reported an additional 8.02 
A.D.A. for special day and eve­ 
ning classes, making a grand total 
A.D.A. of 309.82 which is recorded 
officially as 310. 
A.D.A. means the number of 
students in average attendance 
during all of the actual teaching 
days Qf the school year. Enroll­ 
ment figures are always higher, 
and they determine the number 
of pupil stations that must be 
furnished in the schools. A.D.A. 
figures are always used for com­ 
puting state apportionment of 
school funds to the individual 
school districts.

Dr. Oertel 
Says Politics 
Hurt School 


Charges Educational 


Leadership Second to 


Expediency in Village 


Charging that the school trus­ 
tees, in his opinion, have been 
following the dictates of political 
expediency and not sound educa­ 
tional leadership. Principal E r­ 
nest E. Oertel said this week in a 
statement given the press that 
personal 
whims 
of 
individual 
trustees have been placed ahead 
of the welfare of the district in 
making decisions as to the selec­ 
tion of school personnel for ad­ 
ministering school programs and 
policies and the expenditures of 
public funds for building pur­ 
poses. 
“The high school board,” Oer­ 
tel declared today, “should have 
reelected me on May 11 when all 
other high school staff members 
were reelected or had the cour­ 
age at that time to pass a resolu­ 
tion declaring that my services 
would not be required after July 
1. 


"RECENTLY a committee of 
two board members came to see 
me and said they had talked the 
matter of my retention over with 
the new members of the Unified 
Board, who came into power July 
1 and who have had no experi 
ence with me as an employee, 
and that the consensus was that 
a contract would not be offered 
me. 
The 
committee 
suggested 
that a resignation from me would 
be the easy way out. 
“I said I had no reason for re ­ 
signing, 
that 
the 
high school 
board or the acting Unified Board 
has had a reasonable time since 
May 15 to make an official de­ 
cision on my contract, and that 
in the present circumstances, and 
because of a t t a c k s directed 
against me in a recent trustees 
election campaign, I expected to 
take advantage of the school law 
which automatically gives me a 
contract for the school year 1948­ 
49 because official notice to re­ 
fuse a contract was not presented 
on or before May 15. 
“More as a heavy taxpayer in 
this district than as a school em ­ 
ployee I now expect to make 
public numerous facts and fig­ 
ures relating to the adm inistra­ 
tion of the local schools which I 
think show that political rather 
than 
educational 
leadership 
is 
being followed in the conduct of 
school business affairs. 


"FIRST OF ALL. why is it 
that, according to unofficial re ­ 
ports. a majority of the trustees 
for the new Unified District do 
not voluntarily wish to renew my 
contract. In the high school for 
the past six years board members 
have not hesitated to say that my 
work has been entirely satisfac­ 
tory. With respect to credentials, 
I have the highest available in 
the country—a Ph.D. in educa­ 
tional administration from Co­ 
lumbia University together with 
a Superintendent of Schools di­ 
ploma from the same institution. 
I have a life general adm inistra­ 
tive and a life general secondary 
credential or the State of Cali­ 
fornia. I have had successful ad­ 
ministrative experience on 
all 
levels in responsible public school 
p o s i t i o n s from 
kindergarten 
through the junior college grades. 


"THE SECOND POINT I wish 
to make at this time is that the 
failure to follow sound educa­ 
tional leadership is costing the 
taxpayers more money than they 
can afford to spend.

County Budget 
Ten Millions 


Supervisors 
this 
week 
were 
given first glance at the tentative 
budget for the 1948-49 fiscal year 
which shows an increase of more 
than $2.500,000 over the 1947-48 
budget but were told by County 
Auditor Ray T. Hicks that the 
budget really represents an in­ 
crease of 
$1,317,647 
over 
the 
amount raised by taxation the 
current fiscal year. 
The tentative budget for 1948­ 
49 totals $10,880,033 compared to 
the $8,347,218 budget for the 1947­ 
48 fiscal year. 


FEDERAL and state contribu­ 
tions for the new fiscal year will 
total 
$5,184,854 
compared 
to 
$3,969,686 this year accounting 
for the difference between the in­ 
crease in the county budget and 
the total to be raised by taxation, 
Hicks said. 
Funds to be raised in the 
county under the tentative budget 
for the year beginning July 1 
amount to $5,695,179 compared to 
$4,377,532 for the year ending 
June 30.

Due for Early Action 


Approval has been given by 
the state highway commission on 
a major project in Palm Springs 
—the resurfacing of Palm Can­ 
yon drive from Alejo to Ramon 
road, Manager William E. Al­ 
worth said today. 
The project was requested by 
city council at its session on April 
24\E. Q. Sullivan, division engi­ 
neer for the commission with of­ 
fices at San Bernardino notified 
Alworth yesterday of the favor­ 
able action. 


RESURFACING of Palm Can­ 
yon drive has long been sought 
and the commission’s favorable 
reaction to the city's request was 
received with satisfaction by city 
officials. 
Sullivan wrote Alworth that 
the project had been placed on 
the early highway budget for fi­ 
nancing and contract. It is one 
mile in length. 
“The job is an important one, 
needed to preserve the present 
pavement,” Sullivan said. 


TOP FEATURE of the job, said 
Alworth, will be the rebuilding of 
the intersection at Ramon road 
and Palm Canyon drive. For 
years this intersection has been 
slightly below grade and a gath­ 
ering spot for most of the water 
used in flushing off sidewalks 
up town. 
Because of the pond which 
formed there, the city passed sev­ 
eral measures regulating side­ 
walk washing and has tried many 
m e t h o d s of draining off the 
water. The rebuilding job will 
solve the problem which has 
existed for many years. 


IMPROVEMENT of the Drive 
t is needed not only because the 
I thoroughfare is rough and getting 
i rougher but its appearance is not 
; good, said the city manager. The 
1 resurfacing job will be an impor­ 
tant betterment here. 
In the meantime state highway 
i crews have been active in the 
I Drive during the past few days 
j repainting pedestrian zones and 
other street markings.

just received by Abe Adelman, 
Village insurance man, from Fer­ 
nanda Vannim, a former employe 
of his in Des Moines, Iowa. 
The letter follows: 
The game is now over . . . the 
battle has been won! And what a 
fight it has been. The many and 
multicolored electorial campaign 
posters, of all parties (full of 
truth and lies), are now being 
washed off the faces of the build­ 
ings. Above all and everything 
the TRUTH stands out, expressed 
in actual figures. Life is gradual­ 
ly returning to normal . . . and 
what a beautiful thing it is. We 
speak of winners and losers . . . 
but really nothing has changed. 
This old country, still weak under 
its recent wounds, lifts its head 
and “goes on.” People, with re­ 
newed confidence, smile at each 
other. They know they have won, 
as a civil nation, the great trial, 
perhaps the decisive trial, which 
was placed before them. They 
have chosen liberty and order 
against slavery and chaos. 
The Communists, of course, 
have been taken by surprise. 
They were so sure of victory!!! 
T h e y s eem bewildered and 
scared.

Conservation to be 


Topic on June 21 
Conservation, development and 
individual safeguards for that vi­ 
tal cornerstone of California’s 
life—water—will be stressed at a 
mass meeting sponsored by the 
Riverside County Farm Bureau on 
June 21. 
Since the matter of water is 
vital to all county interests, tour­ 
ist centers as well as> farming 
areas, the Village will be repre­ 
sented at the session. 
Fred McCall, bureau president, 
announced today that these three 
cardinal planks in California’s 
water policy will be the main 
topics at the meeting and urged 
all organizations in the county 
to attend. 
The meeting will be held at 
2 p.m. in the Lincoln grammar 
school at Riverside. “We welcome 
everybody,” said McCall. Ray B. 
Wiser, president of the California 
Farm Bureau Federation, will 
lead the detailed discussion on 
water policy.

Every book in the library 
must have at least three card rec­ 
ords in the files. The first card is 
called the accession card or the 
record of the date of receipt, the 
source, cost, author, title, pub­ 
lisher, date and if no longer on 
the shelves, its final disposition. 
These cards are in numerical se­ 
quence according to date of re­ 
ceipt. 
The next card is the author 
card so that patrons looking for 
agreed to act as liaison agent for 
the members in arranging for 
these meetings.

This card carries the 
name of the author, the title of 
the book, the publisher and the 
date of copyright also the acces­ 
sion number. In case of non-fic­ 
tion this card and all others also 
carries the classification number 
according to the Dewey Decimal 
System of numbering library 
books. This system divides all 
subjects into ten classifications, 
each assigned 100 numbers. Each 
100 numbers is further broken 
down into 100 separations of the 
subject with a unit asigned to 
each. This is further divided by 
the decimal point so that the 
number of any book will tell 
those informed in the use of the 
system almost the exact subject 
and manner of treatment of any 
book merely by looking at the 
number. 
THE NEXT CARD is the title 
card and gives the title of the 
book, the author and the acces­ 
sion number. All cards are inter­ 
related and each must give its 
specific information. Besides this 
and related to the card system, 
each book carries the accessin 
number on the book-plate, has a 
card pocket with the name of the 
author, the title, catalog number 
and accession number. In the 
pocket is a card which corre­ 
sponds in information to the 
book-pocket and in addition has 
blank spaces in which return 
dates arc noted. 
This is a detail of the work 
that Mrs. Conser has set for her­ 
self during her summer vacation 
and a detail that few of the read­ 
ing public appreciate who are not 
fully informed as to library pro­ 
cedure.

IN PLAIN ENGLISH, it sets 
forth the mandate of the citizens 
expressed at the noils last spring 
with only four dissenting votes, 
i that the burning or burying of 
1 garbage must cease in Cathedral 
City, authorizes the establishment 
of a collection system and dic­ 
tates that all citizens must use 
the system or else pay the pen­ 
alty the law provides for evasion 
which includes a fine or imprison­ 
ment or both. 
One exception is provided in 
case a potential user should de­ 
sire to transport his own gar­ 
bage and provides that a permit 
may be secured to do so, provid­ 
ing he transports such garbage 
in leak-proof covered containers 
to the public dump located on 
Ramon road which is used by 
both Palm Springs and Cathedral 
City. TVash is defined as any 
combustible material which gives 
off a noxious odor in burning. In 
this category would be rubber, 
tar paper, roofing and so on. It 
is not intended that the ordinance 
shall prohibit the burning of 
paper or other combustible ma­ 
terials in a manner conductive to 
public safety and in compliance 
with the established fire ordi- 


THE ORDINANCE was not ac- 
ceptible in its entirety by the 
board and is to be referred to 
Attorney Woolpert for some slight 
changes. One of the points of 
disagreement with the ordinance 
as submitted is in the amount of 
tlic fees to be charged and the 
manner and time of payment. No 
immediate change in the present 
fees or time and manner of col­ 
lection is contemplated. 
Because of the fact that many 
of the residents of the commu­ 
nity are away for the summer 
the board did not feel justified in 
making any change before next 
fall. Also due to the fact that no 
tax monies are obtainable during 
the present year will prevent 
any considerable change in the 
system before next January. 
THE TAX RATE as set by the 
board after considerable discus­ 
sion was fixed at 19 cents. On the 
recent county evaluation of prop­ 
erty for Cathedral City, the as­ 
sessment rolls are stated to be in 
the amount of $527,000. At the 19 
cent rate this evaluation will not 
produce sufficient funds to pay 
the minimum rate for a single 
family residence so that the out­ 
side collection of funds for the 
garbage disposal system is likely 
to continue indefinitely. 
What this fund will do is to 
establish a slight reserve which 
may be used in the near future 
to help purchase or lease another 
public dump and part will be 
used a year from now to do away 
with or modify the present part 
of the system known as the va­ 
cancy rate. There has been con­ 
siderable objection to this part of 
the system whereby some prop­ 
erty owners feel that they are 
being penalized by being com­ 
pelled to help support the system 
during the summer when they do 
not use it. What these people do 
not consider is that the collection 
must be maintained during the 
summer, that it cannot be stop­ 
ped on the day they leave nor 
started on the day of their return.

"THE BOND ISSUE money was t 
supposed to have built another 
classroom unit of six rooms, two 
shop buildings, and a badly-necd- 
od auditorium. It may be possible 
to get the shop buildings out of 
the 
remaining 
capital 
outlay 
funds, but a new bond issue wiil 
be required to got the additional 
classrooms 
and 
auditorium. 
If 
present building patterns are fol­ 
lowed these will cost at least an 
additional $650.000. Even With in­ 
creased 
assessed valuation the 
district simply cannot get the 
money to continue building the 
way it has boon building to date, 
and yet the buildings are despe­ 
rately needed. 
"The master plan for tho high 
school has been well conceived. 
Had the board listened to advic­ 
es from experienced educational 
counselors which have been of­ 
fered to the board periodically, 
1 am convinced that a building 
program could have been worked 
out with fully certified and com­ 
petent technical assistance which 
would have given the high school 
district all the building units de­ 
scribed in the bond issue bro­ 
chure for the $750,000. 


"FIVE YEARS AGO I started 
asking the board to vote bonds 
when they could have had them 
for 1 and IV !-, could have rein­ 
vested 
in 
“governments” 
and 
have used the money until the 
bonds w ere completely liquidated 
for as little as one-half of one 
per cent. The board would not 
act until 1947 when the bonds 
sold at 2U and 2lj. 
Thus the 
money 
is 
costing 
the district 
about four times as much as it 
would have cost had the board 
followed 
earlier 
advices 
from 
educational conselors. 
"In another instance I practi­ 
cally pleaded w ith the trustees 
for three or four years to allow 
us to build a wood shop building, 
also a general m etal shop build­ 
ing I pointed out that our excel­ 
lent and highly qualified wood 
shop teacher had to work in a 
shed without windows with ac­ 
commodations for only 11 boys 
at a time. I said this was waste­ 
ful of a valuable teacher's time, 
but was told that we could get 
teachers for a dime a dozen but 
that we couldn’t get buildings. 


"THIS YEAR I renewed my ef­ 
forts to get shop buildings, point­ 
ing out that we are getting more 
and more boys in school who 
needed shop experience and who 
could not succeed in algebra, his­ 
tory. or language. I said our disci­ 
pline problems were increasing 
because we could not adapt some 
of our boys to our almost wholly 
academic schedule of subjects. 
"I asked why couldn't we— 
please—have some of the bar­ 
racks buildings and adapt them 
for shop use. Finally, after much 
reluctance, the board did buy a 
150-foot 
barracks 
building 
for 
$3412.50. This structure was to be 
made into two shops, one for 
woodwork and one for metal­ 
work. 
meeting 
State 
require­ 
ments. 
for 
about 
$7500 
each. 
Without discussing the matter in 
any regular or special meeting I 
attended, 
the board 
sold 
this 
building, untouched, for $3000. to 
the Boys Club. Not only did the 
district lost $412.50 in this deal. 
I plus legal advertising costs, plus 
, architects fees, but it now faces 
S 15.000. 
to get 
a single shop 
the prospect of having to pay 
building built from scratch. More­ 
over, it is not likely that even 
one shop building can be built be-
